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1. Applicant petitions for revival of this application. The entire delay from the due date in 
responding to the outstanding Office Action, dated March 17, 2006, until the filing of this 
petition was unintentional. 

a. On July 19, 2006, the Applicant attempted to file a response via the USPTO's 
electronic filing system, PAIR. This followed a discussion with the Examiner by telephone 
dated June 28, 2006. The Applicant received an Electronic Acknowledgment Receipt which 
included "Amendment - After Non-Final Rejection" in the file list; therefore. Applicant 
believed that the response was duly filed.
